When the Nomun Catholle ehureh
censes 10 ninke laws for the poor man and set
nside the same laws forthe rich mun, then
honest minded people may beeome Catholies
nnd not skepties, as the majority of Amerlcan
Catholics now ure. J.

The Sun learned, by Inguiry at the Masonic
temple, that the statement that Barrott was
n Mason wns true, the records showing that
ho was n Royal Arch Mason, A copy of the
above letter wans shown to Fathor Sherman,
the priest who administered the last rites of
the Cuatholie chureh to the tragediau, He
read it through and sald

‘It is true that & Catholle who becomes a
Mazon is excommunicated from the church,
but the clreumstances in this cnse wero ns
follows: I had heard Mr, Barrett say, in
our houso, that he was an Irish Catholle and
I never knew that e was o Mason until near
the Inst moment.  As he was a dear friend of
mine I went to Archbishop Corrigan and
asked for permission to administer the last
sacrnmonts, 1 had to nsk permassion because
I am not connected with the parish in which
the W indsor hotel §s, The archbishop con-
sented and then 1 told him that Mr, Barrett
was o Mason. He said: “Ah! But there
will bono Masonle rites!” I assured him
that there would mot be. Mr. Barrett had
expressed aowish tobe buried from a Catho-
lie churoh. Knowing as [ do the arch-
bishop's views on the Masonle question, I
did not ask for porwission for a church
burial or to administer the full rites of the
church after death, That can only be done
whoen the dylng person renounces all
his ovil dispositions. When I began to ad-
ministor the sacrament to My, Barsott ho was
uneonsclous, In the middle of {the oponed
his oyes sud recogulzed me, I told him that
I was anolnving bim, and he said, *Thank
you.' [told him to hold out his nand and he
tid so. From his willingoness to recelve the
snerament 1 inforred that he wished to die a
membor of the Catholie church, 1 would
have administered this sacrament to any
Christian who was unconsclous and dying,
taking for granted his good dispositions. 1
had no time o ask Mr. Barvett o renounce
Masonry, I eannot say that he would have
done so if 1 had ssked nim,  Had he refused
to do so, of course 1 could not have adminis-
teved tho saorament.

STORY OF THE RESURRECTION.

Origin of Easter, the Greatest Festival
Known to Ohristendom,

PROGRAMME OF TODAY'S CELEBRATIONS.

Bishop Newman Speaks on Politics in
Ciurch 'AfMairs—The Methodist
Hospital—Work of Pastors
and FPeople.

“And when the Sabbath was past Mary
Magdaene and Mary, the mother of James
and Solome, had bought sweet spices, that
they might come and anoint him,

“And very early in the morning the flrst
dny of the woek they came unto the sepulchre
at the rvising of the sun,

“Ana they sald among themselves, who
shall roll us away the stone from the door of
the sepulchret

“And when thoy looked they saw that the
stone was rolled away, for it was -very
great,

“And entering into tho sepulchre they saw
a young man sitting on the right side, clothed
in long white garments, and they were
affrighted.

“And he saith unto them: Be not af-
frighted, ye seok Jesus of Nozareth, which
was crucified ; he is risen, ho s not here, be-
hold tho place where they lald him,""—85t
Mark, chapter 14, verses 1 to ) inclusive,

The above plain, simple narrative, writlen
about eighteen hundred and Afty years ago is
an Aaccount of the wonderful event which
became the origin of the great Kaster festi-
val-now unquestionably the greatost festi-
val known to Christendom. While some of
the ceremonies and festivities partioi-
2&1«! in by peonle who  observe
saster may not be steicty in sccord with the
mauhing of the meek and lowly Nazarene,
and while many who joln 1m the festivities
oven doubt the supernatural character and
the setunl réesurrection of the Savior, yet tho
fact remains that his own prophetic words
have gono around the world and seem des-
tined 1o accomplish the work he prodicted :
I 1 be lifted up 1 will draw sll meu to me,”

Oun account of the fact that the cruci-
fixlon occured just at the close of the Jowish
fopat of the passover, 1t boecame quite nat-
ural for the toliowers of Christ to celebrato
His resurrection instead of the feast of the
passover,

i feast of the puassover is held on tho
14th day of the first month of the Jowish
year, and the Jewish year is measured by
c.nnges of the moon s a basls, Some of the
carly Christinns held that the celebration of
the resurrection should simply take the place
of the Jowish feast of the passover and bo
held on the same day, but others majntained
that it should be held on the first day of tho
woek following the passover, This dispute
created wwo divislons of resurrection ob-

servers, the first holdinﬁ the day
of the Jewish assover, being called
the Jewdeizing Christians. T'his is

to the year 425 A.D.,
wheh w council was called at Nico
1o settle the dispute. At that councll it was
decided that the resurrection should be cole-
brated on the first Sunday aftor the first full
moon after March 21, This arrangement has
continued up to the present. It leaves scope
for o wide variance mn time from year to

ear, Easter moy como anywhere boetween

The word Faster undoubtedly comes from
the word Eostre, the name of a Teutonie yod-
dess of spring, formorly worshiped by the
early Saxons i1n April, but which festival
vanlshed when Cheistisaity galned a foot-
hold in western Europe, The German word
for Master is ostern, meaning rising. The
tirecks call the festlval Pasgs, the Latins
Pascha, these coming ftum the Hebrew word
moeaning passage or passover, In the Dutoh
the day & called Pascher, the Danes eall it
Paaske and the Swoedes Pask,

The entire Christian church recognizes the
two fold nature of the festival—the crueciiix-
ton  and the resurrection— and hawever wide:
Lthe erecd and theologies of tho various socls.

With the IRoman Catnolie church Easter is
a most solemn and important oceasion. The
churcnes are brillisntly lighted with holy
candles and all the people attond mass av
least once during the day. It s a day of
very hard work for the clergy of the Catholic
church, Outside of the church services
Easter becomes a doy of feastung with
many membors of the Catbolic church, ns
they break tho forty days fust, which con-
sista of abstaining from cortain kinds of
nourishing and palatable food, and their nat-
ural ﬂil[nt’tlhfﬂ may again be satistied by the
good things of the festal board.

The Episcopal church takes rank next to
the Catholie In muking Easter a special oe-
caslon, “The church edifices aro eluborutely
and besutifully decorated by the presenco of
numerous plants and bloeming flowers abont
the chancels, and the musin ’iﬁ usnally of a
very high order and speclally prepared for
the oocasion,

The Lutheran church is notoa for its
special  Easter services also, and the
louses of worship of this denomination are
usually filled to overflowing by carnest wor-
shipers on that day.

Nearly all eeclesinstical bodies hald special
Enster soryices, but somoe make it only an
ocedsion for speclal meditation, prayer and
mfolcing.

n successful modern society Easter thme
is the breaking of a dreary season of in-
nctivity and social 'assitude. Itis the signnl
for tho renewal of social pleasure and fash-
fonae festivities, .

There are some peculiar suyperstitions nnd
customs still in vogue in Europe with regard
to Enster, Insome parts of Ireland the peo-
ple believe that the sun dances and turns
threo timoes around just as 1t comes peoping
ovor the hills on Baster nocn, The people of
ull nges and conditions of lite are in the habit
of elimbing to the top of the nearest high hill
and watching the rising sun with eager eyes
und bated breath,

As the first bright rays of Sol camo shoot-
Ing across the glades and glens from behind
some distant hilltop or mountaln the expeot-
ant people imugine that the mirnculous solar
sommersaulthas been accom plished and with
glud hearts and light steps they return homoe
to eat Faster eggs and join in the genersl
festivities of the day.

In some counties of northern England the
men parade the streots and clalm the right
to lift every womnn they meot three times
from the ground and recelve n kiss us o ro-
ward for tho effort,

And when yon have donaso it does not  fol
low Lhat you bave resorted to politieal trich:

ery or to anything dishonorable, 1 know
that tho bishops  avold all  unnecessary
eloction talk, so far s possible, and  keep
themselves free from unprofitable dud gos
wike conversation with candldoates for pro-
motion or praferment,
“Dr. Parkhurst is fond of the sensational
auid he is given to blundeving. I think tha
publication of those articles he collectsd  was
vory Indisereet and wholly unprofitable
"Anonymous writing seldom accomplishes

.I!.llr\' good, Men should not be afruid ore
